htrnln upon curroncy, and there ls
promlse of llbcral Imports of gold,
JS,500,000 havlng already bcon engaged.
The trust eompnnios will probably be
admltted to membership in the Clear¬
ing House Associatlon, whlch wlll glve
them greator protectlon agalnst pos-
tlble runs. lt is to be preoumed, how-
ever, that a snner view wlll be taken
by deposltors, and thnt the senseless
nnd reckless runs on llnanclal Institu¬
tlons will ccase. Secretary Cortelyou
ls so well pjeased with the sltuatlon
that he has returned to Washlngton.
and Mr. Clark Willlnms, State Super-
Intcndent of Banlcs, reports, as a mark
of improvement. that dlrectors of va¬

rious banking corporations whlch", dur-
ing the last few days, announced thelr
suspenaion, havo notilled tho banking
department that they dosire, If they
lawfully may, to undertake the ro-

habilitation of thelr respoctlvc Insti¬
tutlons.

Mr. Andrcw Carnegie goes so far as

to predlct that when the buslness and
flnancial alr has been cleared there
will be a new perlod of business ex-

pansion and growth that wlll ecllpse
many formcr boom times.

Now that Messrs. Morgan, Stlll-
mnn, Rockefeller and even that but
latcly "undeslrablc cltizcn" Harrlman,
have struggled successfully to stom
tho tldo of destructior. that tho Presi-
dent's pollcles havw loosed on Our pros-
perity, tho Presldent rcturns to Wash-
ington and ln a fow smug phrases
thanks to tho "malcfactors of great
wealth" for thelr patriotlsm.and ap-
plauds Cortolyou for trying to avert
disastor whlch had been wrought by
the Presldent hlmself.

If the country does escnpe a real
and wldcsprcad depresslon ln buslness
lt wlll not be through any foresight,
wlsdom or oxecutive ablllty of Theo-
dore Roosevclt, whose Intemperato
moiithlngs and Insatlate love of popu-
lar applauso havo galnetl for lllm .tho
unenvlable notorlety of produclng the
most uncalled for slaughter of values
that thls country evcr wltnesscd.
As Tho TImes-Dlspatch has often

sald, the rallroads, trusts and specu-
lators both small and great havo bullt
up a llnanclal fabrlc thnt was essen-

tually unstable. As a result a moderate
contractlon In buslness and a rea-

sonahlc recesslon ln speculatlve values
was not only Inevitable but hlghly de-
slrahle.
